Gov. Vandiver cleansed and refreshed 
the political climate of Georgia Wednes- 
day night and offered her parents and 
children the alternative to closed schools. 

In one historic speech on schools he 
delivered the state’s politics from its vul- 
nerable Maginot breastworks, discarding 
rusty and defective safeguards, and 
turned it into a new and legal field of 
maneuver based upon one unassailable 
ground: 

“The right of freedom of choice of 
one’s associates is in violation of no laws, 
state or federal, and is the foundation 
stone of all society.” 

Under the governor's four-point plan, 
which every Georgian of whatever per- 
suasion should proudly support, no child 
can be subjected to force in the choice of 
his school. 

No community can be forced to open 
its schools, or to close them, by elements 
outside the community. . 

No child can be forced out of a school 
without a grant-in-aid covering educa- 
tion elsewhere. 

And most important, there will be, 
without compulsion or force, open 
schools. 

‘* * * 

Gov. Vandiver framed his program 
as one of lawful resistance, not defiance 
or violence, but lawful resistance to de- 
segregation; to rebuild defenses to 
“‘withstand the onslaughts in the courts” 
and to see to it “in practically every com- 
munity that separate education is con- 
tinued in Georgia, on a voluntary basis.” 
That was his political purpose as the 
governor of a people whose majority 
holds “‘a deep conviction that separate fa- 
cilities for the white and colored races 
are in the best interests of both races.” 

The effect of his freedom of associa- 
tion and child protection package will 
be to assure an education for all chil- 
dren, everywhere in Georgia. The alter- 
native is to close the schools. Gov. Van- 
diver chose wisely, and we believe the 
legislature will arm him now with the 
laws he asks, because it is guided, as the 
governor said, by “a steady light—the 
light of Georgia character, the innate, 
inbred integrity of our people.”

Of University Officials 


It is understandable that in the tense 
and emotional atmosphere of the last 
few days that members of the Georgia 
Senate and House of Representatives 
should be in a mood to blow off steam. 


This they did yesterday in adopting 
resolutions asking the University of 
Georgia to reinstate students suspended 
for participating in disturbances on .the 
campus last week. We trust this unwise 
gesture will end the matter without fur- 
ther damage to the university itself. 


We have the utmost confidence in the 
integrity and good judgment of univer- 
sity officials and the way they have han- 
dled the matter. They make it clear that 
the suspensions were based on specific of- 
fenses which justified the actions taken. 
Reinstatements when made should be 
through regular procedures and not 
through political pressures, 


Discipline of students at Georgia is a 
duty of administrative officials charged 
with it and certainly they have never 
been accused of being extreme discipli- 
narians. To abrogate this duty to poli- 
ticians and the legislature would destroy 
the university as effectively as surren- 
dering control to mobs. 


University officials, including Presi- 
dent Aderhold, Dean Tate and Dean Wil- 
liams, have acted responsibly under great 
duress to preserve the dignity and repu- 
tation of the institution. So has the fac- 
ulty. They deserve support and praise, 
not censure and intimidation, from the 
legislature and other politicians.

President's Address 
Was Eloquent F arewell 


President Eisenhower’s farewell ad- 
dress to the nation Tuesday night was 
not only his best speech, it was also one 
of the best speches by any American 
political leader in recent years. 


Though the address contained a 
warning for the 1960s, it was a speech 
of the °’50s, not the ’60s. This was fit- 
ting, because the giant military-indus- 
trial-government complex that the Pres- 
ident warned us about was built up in 
the ’50s. 


“The potential for the disastrous rise 
of misplaced power exists and will per- 
sist,” the President said. It is a poten- 
tial newly come to America. Mr. Eisen- 
hower was putting into words thoughts 
that have obviously troubled his and 
others’ sleep lately when he talked of the 
“grave implications” of the new power 
complex. 


How America in the 1960s and the 
decades beyond can remain true to its 
heritage and its compelling present-day 
responsibilities is certainly the most 
pressing of all problems except survival, 
itself—and perhaps coequal with even 
that. 


It was good to hear the President 
state the case so forcefully, so under- 
standingly and so eloquently. (And it is 
comforting to know that the man to 
whom the President yields, Mr. Ken- 
nedy, has also expressed similar concern. ) 


The President’s address was a sum- 
ming up, quite unlike those partisan re- 
flections on’ his administration made so 
recently by him and others during the 
presidential tampaign. He spoke Tues- 
day night as the retiring leader of the 
whole nation. 


There was dismay in his speech and 
there was hope. Both were justified. 

The speech, we repeat, was a good 
one. It belongs in the history books. 
Now we await Mr. Kennedy’s inaugural 
address, which, we hope and expect, will 
take its place beside it.

The greatest degree of segregation can be kept by legislative 
initiative. If the General Assembly expects to regain control of its 
prerogatives, it must act intelligently, swiftly and in full recognition 
of the realities of constitutional law. 

If the legislature fails to act, then by default it is leaving the 
entire issue to the federal government,

The Crisis in Schools 


Warner Robins = Those who 
complain about ‘“‘tyranny’’ of the 
federal courts and who call for a 
“return to constitutional govern- 
ment” should think first about a 
fundamental principle of constitu- 
tional government. It is necessary 
in such a government. to have a 
court with final authority to de- 
cide the meaning of disputed parts 
of the constitution, and if consti- 
tutional government is to work it 
is essential that all citizens be 
bound by the final decision of the 
court.

OUT-OF-STATE SHIPMENTS 


The bill stipulates that anyone 
now manufacturing fireworks in 
the state may continue to do so 
as long as sales are for out-of- 
state shipments or are for state- 
approved public displays. Per- 
mits for public fireworks shows 
may be obtained from the state 
fire marshal.

Trying Times 

These past few days have been 
trying ones for all of us—days 
of shock, frayed tempers, anger, 
shouting, even violence, but, over 
in the distance, through it all 
shone a steady light—the light 
of Georgia character, the innate, 
inbred integrity of our people. 


We hold fast to a common 
heritage and share a mutual des- 
tiny. 

Our minds, our hearts, our 
roots grow deep in Georgia's 
sandy soil, in her rolling plains 
and in her red clay hills. 


On her landscape, we have 
felt the joys of youth, the experi- 
ences of growing and on her 
ground we have shed our tears.

Assembly Sentiment

—That it deplores in the strong- 
est terms the raw exercise of 
federal might, applied by sweep- 
ing judicial decrees, seeking to 
bring the injunctive process to 
bear upon thousands of our peo- 
ple. . 


—That this hand of federal 
force moving into Georgia’s hal- 
lowed halls is repugnant to prac- 
tically every person in this cham- 
ber. 


—That many of Georgia’s exist- 
ing laws, though valid when en- 
acted and having served a good 
purpose, have been transformed 
by recent decisions and events 
from possible instruments of de- 
fense to instruments of doom at 
the outset. 


~—That these very laws have 
been so interpreted by the fed- 
eral courts in such manner as 
to no longer support the principle 
for which they were enacted and, 
indeed, have been utilized to ac- 
complish just the opposite and 
to justify federal intervention in 
purely local affairs. | 


This. General Assembly recog- 
nizes, as do I, unless some new 
laws, some’ néw weapons, are 
sought now, our public schools 
in the future will be taken over 
and run by federal injunction and 
policed by federal troops, . 


This governor — this General 
Assembly—are not willing to sit 
by_and let the federal courts 
take over the prerogatives of 
state and local governments. 


We are determined to do every- 
thing we can—take every action 
we can—to prevent it! 


The crisis is upon us. 


I must tell you quite 
that a failure to resolve it 
blight our state. 


| Like a cancerous growth, it will 
devour 


progress—consuming 
its path — pitting friend against 
friend — demoralizing all that is 
good — stifling the economic 
growth of the state—and denying 
the youth of Georgia their proper 
educational opportunity. 


We have seen the destructive 
forces which can be loosed upon 
us. 


We have seen reason give way 
to emotion. 


We have seen destructive vio- 
lence—even mob rule. 


That is too big a price to pay 
for inaction. 


The time has come when we 
must act—act in Georgia's inter- 
est—act in the future interest of 
Georgia youth.

Events Move Swiftly 


I say this, for in the past few 
days we have seen events move so 
swiftly that it was hard to keep 
them in their true perspective. 


My friends, under Georgia's 
present statutes, it has been dem- 
onstrated that it is futile even to 
send a lawyer into the court room 
to defend them. 


The question is—are we going to 
have safeguards or not? 


The answer is obvious. 


We have had a preview of what 
will happen. 


We have seen the results of our 
attorneys being handicapped with- 
out new laws appropriate for the 
time and the occasion. 


We have seen the results of be- 
ing denied the right to defend a 
cause on its merits. 


We have seen the results of our 
attorneys being handicapped with- 
out new laws appropriate for the 
time and the occasion. 


Yes, in a single stroke of the fed- 
eral judge’s pen we have seen the 
state stripped of any protection 
whatsoever. 


That is why I have summoned 
you here in this unusual emergen- 
cy session. 


There have been many meet- 
ings, many conferences, many dis- 
cussions about this problem. I 


have consulted with members of+ 


the General Assembly, with mem- 
bers of my administration and 
with the people of Georgia—the 
industrialist, the businessman, the 
druggist, the educator, the minis- 
ter—and, yes, even with the youth 
most directly affected. 


I have asked each of them what 
solution they had, and if they had 
a solution, to come forwaard with 
it now. 


Regrettably, no one has come 
forward with the perfect solution. 


There is no perfect solution. 


I reject, as I know you and the 
people of Georgia do, any thought, 
suggestion, hint or encouragement 
of defiance of lawful processes or 
the subjecting of the children of 
Georgia to the bodily hazard of 
violence and mob rule. 


Closed Schools? 


Having seen what can happen in 
the university system, we must 
move to protect the public schools 
and Georgia school children with- 
in the legal framework left to us. 
Developments in the university 
case raise the real peril that under 
certain circumstances state-funds 
support for the Department of Ed- 
ucation and for the 1959 county 
and 139 independent school sys- 
tems might not be constitutionally 
permissible and might have to be 
withheld by the state. 


In such circumstancess there 
could be only one result. 


All of the public schools in the 
state could be forced to close. 


That is a possibility which you, 
I and the people of Georgia are 
unwilling to contemplate, much 
less permit! 


After seven years of political de- 
bate—after the enactment of many 
laws which have been put to suc- 
cessive tests in other states and 
have fallen—Georgia at this hour 
is confronted squarely with the in- 
exorable hand of federal force, for 
the first time. 


Her decision — public education 
or no education—how most effeé¢t- 
ively to protect the welfare of*her 
children in view of the lawsuits 
affecting the university at Athens 
and the public schools, and others 
which may follow. 


There is no—NO—sentiment in 
this state for a blind destruction 
of public education without offer- 
ing an effective alternative. 


There never has been. 


Every legal means and resource 
to circumvent the effects of the 
decision, yes, 


| Defiance, no. 
Private schools offered as a last 
 restort, yes. 


Destruction of education, no. 
That has been the policy. 


THAT IS THE POLICY TODAY 
There is no real sentiment in 
Georgia for integrating the class- 
rooms of her schools and colleges. 
We are the targe. of destruc- 
tive forces beyond our borders, 
the evil effects of which must be 
neutralized by Georgians acting 
in concert for their best interests. 


The great body of our people— 
the masses—white and colored 
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alike—wish, are proud of and are 
content with our system of sep- 
arate education. 


Its preservation is the funda- 
mental objective of Georgia peo- 
ple. | 


It is the fundamental objective 
of the Vandiver administration. 


Separate education — segregat- 
ed facilities — are our objectives, 
first, last and always. 


Giving our people an effective 
and legal mea.is to protect them- 
selves in light of present condi- 
‘ions, public sent’ ment wili see to 
it in practically every communi- 
ty that separate education is con- 
tinued in Georgia, on a voluntary 
basis. 


Afford That 


Protection 


Therefore, it is incumbent upon 
me, as governor, and upon you, 
the members of the General As- 
sembly, to act now to afford that 
protection. 


It can be done. 


We can preserve public educa- 
tion. 


We can maintain separate fa- 
cilities. 

We can preserve the peace and 
good order of the State. 


We can—we must- -prctect the 
children of Georgia. 


We can do this, my friends, 
NOT by futile defiance of federal 
force and authority. 

—not by allowing ourselves to 
come into irreconcilable -conflict 
with superior fedeval armed 
forces, as a fe’vy would have ug do, 
where abject defeat and a turn- 
over of education to the federal 
courts would be thé uliimate ca- 
tastrophe.

Grants Amendment 


The decision of the federal Su- 
preme Court, rendered Sept. 29, 
1958, in the Little Rock case, and 
those which followed, have made 
it necessary that we revise our 
education plan as envisioned in 
1956. 


I am sure thet those who op- 
posed the grants-in-zid amend- 
ment in 1954 will join now with 
those of us who voted and worked 
actively for its adoption in pro- 
claiming it a farsighied act of 
statesmanship and leadership. 


Proposed by the then Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge, it was the basis 
of our defense then. 


It forms the basis of our de- 
fense now. 


Implementation legislation for 
the 1954 grants amendment was 
adopted in 1956 and in 1959. Since 
that time decisions have rendered 
it ineffective, in that, conditions 
which these statutes envisaged 
cannot now legally come into op- 
eration. Therefore, for the state 
to make grants, new implement- 
ing legislation is necessary. 


Also, in 1956 anc in 1959 the 
Legislature enacted statutes pro- 
viding for school closure when in- 
tegrated. Recent decisions dealing 
with identical laws have resulted 
in their being stricken. 


In order to authorize the sus- 
pension of pubiic schools and their 
reopening, consistent with the 
wishes of their patrons, a new 
law covering this subject must be 
passed. 


General Assembly 
Committee on 


Schools 


At its last session, the General 
Assembly created a commission— 


the General Assembly Committee 


on Schools—to make such a study. 


The committee made a con- 
structive contribution in setting 
forth our present legal position. 


Though the report was not unan- 
imous, while varying views were 
expressed, in those conclusions, 
where there was unanimity, the 
report is most enlightening and 
helpful. 3 


In these areas the combined re- 
ports express the will of the peo- 
ple—the will of the people of 
Georgia. 


After studying these reports, I 
find that there are striking simi- 
larities in their recommendations. 


These are the points that every 
member of the committee agreed 
on: 


1. The people of Georgia are 
overwhelmingly in favor of both 
segre tion and public education.

6. Both majority and minority 
reports favor the adoption of an 
amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion guaranteeing this same free- 
dom of association under which 
no child would be compelled to 
attenda school wherein intoler- 
able conditions exist. 


7. That legally effective, imple- 
mentation legislation be enacted 
authorizing tuition grants under 
the 1954 amendment. 


8. That public education be pre- 
served in Georgia.

9. That the best interests of the

The Issue Presented 


In the final analysis, the ques- 
tion—the issue—presented to me 
and to you, is whether we want 
to rest our defenses entirely upon 
existing statutes, many of which 
are identical to those which have 
fallen in other states; or whether 
we shall rebuild our defenses to 
withstand these onslaughts in the 
courts. 


Gentlemen, in laying a breast- 
works, it is elementary tactics 
not to rely on a single, already 
vulnerable line, which when once 
pierced, the hordes would be upon 
us. 


All of us remember the famed 
French Maginot Line vaunted as 
invincible prior to World War IL 
But we remember also how it 
melted before the onslaught of the 
Blitzkreig. 


The time is at hand, therefore, 
to seek new and better defenses— 
to perfect alternative plans—to 
act with courage and resolve—to 
act decisively—to determine to 
carry on legal resistance with 
every means available to us, 


We must discard rusty and de- 
fective safeguards.

SITTING ON A POWDER KEG 

Colleagues sey Mrs. Barnes is “‘siting on a powder keg”’ 
her touchy job of transporting women mental patients to Mil- 
ledgeville. But she takes it calmly. 

She rides in a sheriff's department car, with a male deputy 
driving. She sits in back with the patients. 

“And I've never had one turn severely violent. . . . yet,” the 
personable Atlantan says. 

Her technique for handling her sick charges is typically 
female-talk. 

“We talk ahout our homes, children, cooking, anything nor- 
mal that women are interestec in,’’ she says simply. 

CALM TECHNIQUE 

But beneath the normal chit-chat, Mrs. Barnes, calm, as- 
sured approach to her job and people comes through. This Is 
probably her technique for keeping the potentially dangerous sit- 
uation in hand.

Tonto ‘Retires’ 


Tonto Coleman, seated at his desk in the Georgia 
Tech athletic department, was reading a letter and 
holding a clipping in his hand Wednesday afternoon 
when a visitor opened the door. 


The caller had dropped in to discuss Coleman's retirement 
as an active coach after 32 years in a business he still considers 
a pleasure. 


“What's the story?” 


Coleman handed over the clipping 
from an Abilene, Tex., newspaper. 


No retiring coach could receive a 
higher compliment. For the fourth 
straight year, the Texas Sports Writ- 
ers Association has voted a former 
Coleman football pupil ‘‘High School 
Coach of the Year.’’ When you con- 
sider there are more than 2,000 high 
school coaches in the Lone Star State, 
the item is too unbelievable for Be- 
lieve It or Not. Tugboat Jones of High- 
land Park, James Lyda of Elgin, Bus- 
ter Dixon of Carter-Riverside and 
Pete Ragus of Miller have received 
the plaque for the last four years. 
All played under Coleman when he 
was head coach at Abilene Christian 
College. 


Coleman owns one of the sharp- 
est football minds in the coaching 
profession. So it’s understandable why Bobby Dodd has insisted 
that Tonto enter only semi-retirement. He’ll remain on the Tech 
staff as an advisory coach. He'll attend practice when time 
permits, sit in on strategy sessions and remain on the sidelines 
with Dodd during the Saturday battles. 
Pressing duties as assistant athletic director and head of the 
physical training program at Tech prompted Coleman to suggest 
his personal change in the realignment at the Flats. 


—18 All-Americans On One Team 


Though no one is more serious than Coleman during football 
combat, he is a good humor man off the battlefield. 


Asked to pinpoint his standout performance in a _ lengthy 
career ranging from junior high coaching chores to Tech, he paused 
for a moment. 


“Well, I once coached 18 all-Americans in one season,” Tonto 
quipped. ‘‘However, they were already All-Americans ‘when they 
joined our team at Randolph Field. We won the national service 
championship that year (1944), and that’s the best team I've seen 
outside pro ranks.” 


Coleman has served as defensive end coach since joining the | 


Tech staff in 1952, and the Engineers annually have stickout flank- 
men. Tonto was reluctant to single out the No. 1 flankman, but he 
did stamp Sam Hensley as the most underrated player he ever 
coached. 


He picked the 1952, 
teams he’s seen. 


“There's been a lot written about the hard luck we had last 
season, losing five games by 11 points,’’ Coleman said. ‘‘A lot 
of folks have pointed out that we would have been No. 3 in the 
nation if we had scored only four more points. That's prob- 
ably true. But I tell them that we probably wouldn’t be here 
now if we had scored four less.”’ 


1956 and 1960 Engineers as the best Tech 


Tonto readily’ consented to name the stickout back and lineman 
he has observed in college competition. 


“Charley Trippi of Georgia was the best back,’’ Coleman said. 
“He could do everything and did. Dick Barwegen of Purdue was 
finest all-round college lineman.”’ 


Few coaches enjoyed coaching more than Coleman, and he 
formed lasting friendships with his players. Fourteen seasons have 
passed since Tonto departed from Abilene, but he still corresponds 
with many former players. 


—A Nice Guy But Never Last 


On a routine day Coleman receives telephone calls from many 
points of the football globe. It would be difficult to list the number 
of head coaches who call to solicit Coleman's honest appraisal of 
candidates. In fact, Coleman's stout recommendation and advice 
have helped more than one prominent head coach into office in 
the Southwest Conference. 


Among other things, Coleman is an outstanding writer. He 
majored in English at Abilene, and he's the author of the most 
moving article on football it has been my pleasure to read. 


In fact, every critic of the college game should read: ‘‘What 
it is: Is Football.’’ 
In one paragraph he sums up the game thusly: “It is de- 


mocracy at work. It is the detonator of a force that destroys 
social stratification, It is the bey from ‘across the tracks’ 
playing alongside the boy from ‘the silk stocking district.’ It 
is a series of experiences which will result in the building of a 
good character and a good life. It is the discipline, it is work, it 
is sacrifice, it is success, it is disappointment, it is persever- 
ance, it is sorrow, it is joy; it is learning to lose grudgingly but 
gracefully; it is learning to win with humility; it is learning to 
play and live ‘by the rules’.”’ 


Coleman concludes the piece: “It is the Staggs, the Rocknes, 
the Warners, the Thorpes, the Gippers, or perhaps some unknown 
high school coach, who through his life and inspiration has given 
us those characteristics and those ideals that will result in the 
making of a better man, a better team, a better community and 
a better nation.”

WASHINGTON (®—A new and 
unexpected borrowing of $200 mil- 
lion to meet routine government 
costs was announced by the Treas- 
ury Wednesday. 


The need for additional funds 
apparently was recognized by the 
Treasury only recently, for offi- 
cials said late in the fall that the 
Treasury would require no new 
borrowings during this fiscal year 
—that is, before June 30. 


Wednesday's announcement 
means, however, that $300 million 
of new debt will have been in- 
curred since Jan. 1, in addition to 
the regular reborrowings which 
merely replace maturing federal 
securities. An extra $100 million of 
91-day Treasury bills was offered 
last week. 


Treasury officials declined to 
comment when asked whether it 
is likely that the Kennedy admin- 
istration will find it necessary to 
do still more borrowing after it 
takes office.

Main dishes made with eggs 
offer just the right sort of fam- 
ily fare after weeks of holiday 
feasting. 


Homemakers with one eye on 
the good health of their fami- 
lies, and the other on an over- 


worked food budget, use eggs 
and cheese for literally hun- 


dreds of tasty main dishes. In 
addition to their goodness, egg 
and cheese treats make a little 
money go a long way. 


Therefore, one of the first les- 
sons that every cook should 
learn is how to make a perfect 
omelet, souffle or baked fondue. 


FRENCH OMELET 

In a French omelet the eggs, 
without separating the whites 
from the yolks, are beaten as 
for scrambled eggs. Fry the 
omelet in a pan without stirring 
over a low heat. 


Lift the cooked portions care 
fully with a fork so that the 
uncooked part will flow to the 
bottom. You may want to finish 
cooking the omelet by running 
it into an oven or broiler for a 
very few minutes. 


There are other ways of pre 
paring an omelet and the Fluffy 
omelet is popular. The air is 
incorporated in the egg whites 
to serve as a leavening agent. 
The leavenings and seasonings 
are beaten into the yolks which 
are then folded into the egg 
whites. 


You can cook this type the 
same as you would a French 
omelet. 


THIRD VARIATION 

For a third variation, a 
cream-sauce omelet is delicious 
and especially when baked. This 
dish is often called a souffle. 
A thickened cream sauce is 
added to the yolks and the egg 
whites are folded into the souf- 
fle, the same as in a fluffy 
omelet.

Vitamin and mineral rich, 
broccoli has the added attrac- 
tion of being low in calories, a 
generous portion, 1 cup, yield- 
ing only 44 calories. 


It does seem strange that for 
several hundred years Ameri- 
can cooks never served this ex- 
cellent vegetable. Before 1920 
only families of Italian back- 
ground prized this member of 
the cabbage clan. 


It is possible that modern Ital- 
ians inherited their appetite for 
broccoli. from their ancient 
Roman ancestors. ‘‘Cyma’’ was 
the Latin name for broccoli and 
it appeared often at some of 
the most extravagant banquets. 


Cook broccoli quickly until 
just crisp-tender. Like all green 
vegetables it should be cooked 
without cover for the first half 
or third of the cooking period. 
This permits the escape of 
steam bearing acids of plant 
origin. 


These are the acids which 
fade the pretty bright color of 
green vegetables. Or, cover the 
kettle throughout—but lft the 
lid three or four times to let 
accumulated steam escape. 


There’s a lot of good quality 
broccoli on the market and the 
quantity available is above av- 
erage. There are many delight- 
ful ways to serve broccoli and 
here are tested recipes you will 
want to try.
